Hard Path to Tread. 

“We had a difficult decision to 
make,” he said. ‘“ We could have said 
this was the end of the entente and 
have gone home.

I consider my- 
self a friend of France, but I felt she 
was doing something disastrous not 
only to herself but to the foundations 
of prosperity in Europe. Events 
proved me right. France has got noth- 
ing but the Ruhr, the jugular vein «uf 
the German nation, and she has cut 
that. I see no bright prospect ahead.

At the same time investment in 
commerejal securities is penalized by high income 
taxes. Two adjacent advertisements in yesterday's 


financial pages provide an illustration. 


One offers South Dakota school bonds to pay 5 
per cent “exempt from all federal income taxes.” 


' Another offers 7 per cent bonds to finance a paper

’ If, for instance, Americans 


mill. If a man with an income of $100,000 or more 
invests in the paper mill haif his 7 per cent goes 
to the government, leaving him a profit of 3% per 
cent. Out of $1,000,000 invested in the mill he 
would net $35,000. Out of $1,000,000 invested 
school bonds at 6 per cent he would net $50,000. 
Naturally he buys the school bonds. Not only 
do they pay him more, but they face none of the 
risks of business. That makes it difficult for all 


commercial enterprises to obtain capital. A Texas 


country school district has better credit than the 


_ United States Steel corporation. And at the same, 


, time those able to pay the most taxes are tending. 
more and more to escape taxation. Thus the gov- 
ernment’s revenue is falling off, while local and 
state governmental debts are increasing and rais- 
ing taxes for all who pay them. 

Two ways out of the difficulty are suggested. 
One is a constitutional amendment which would bar 


* more tax free securities. That might seem a sim- 


ple solution, but it has complications. Under the 
“present income tax rates such an arrangement 
would make any man with an income of $200, 00d 
or more give half his income to the government. 
“He'd have plenty left,” says the reader. True; 
but if a man’s income is thus limited, would not 
his energy be similarly limited? Would great 


transportation systems or industrial enterprises, 
which contribute to our national wealth, strength, 


-and comfort, be likely to develop under such re- 


strictfons? Productive, wealth creating effort 

above a certain point would be discouraged. 
Another way out suggested is reduction of the 

higher Income surtaxes. “Just another trick of 


the rich to keep all they can grab,” will be the cry‘ 


of the small taxpayer to that. But the fact is that 
the very rich already are escaping surtaxes by 
investing in tax exempt securities. Would it not 
be better to obtain 25 per cent taxes on a $200,000 
income from commercial] enterprise than to obtain 
nothing from the same income on street paving 
bonds? Would not the rich pay a greater percent- 


age of taxes under such an arrangement than they 


do now? And at the same time large fortunes 
‘would seek the larger returns from industry instead 
of hiding. They would not be frozen in sidewalks, 
but flowing in milis and transportation develop- 
ments. 

_ “We do not say that either of these suggestions 
is the only proper one. Perhaps both may be 
adopted with modifications which would make them 
work together. But of one thing we feel certain. 
Tt is dangerous for the situation to continue as at

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ABOLISH RIDER 
LEGISLATION. 


Legisiation by riders is tricky, incongruous, 
improper, and dangerous. The practice in congréss 
ought to be stopped. It may take strong arm 
methods, but the President would be justified in | 
trying them. He has just had an experience with, 
a congress insisting on pork and trying to force 
it on him by adding it to the army bill as a rider. 
The pork congressmen figured that the President 
would not endanger the army bill by a veto. 

Mr. Harding would be doing a service by 
announcing that he would veto all acts with riders. 
Legislation by rider is not straight. In the pork 
appropriations it was an attempt to force the hand 
of a President qrho. was trying to maintain the 
budget and to prevent misuse of public funds. It 
was as offensive a use of an.indefensible trick of 
legislation as could be found. 

The rider is essentially fraudulent and yet some 
important as well as some tricky legislation has 
been enacted by means of it. It was so abused 
years ago that it fell into disrepute -even‘in con- 
gress and was abandoned but later revived. The 
Platt amendment by which the United States re 
served its right to intervene in Cuba to maintain 
solvent government and to limit treaty making 
powers was added to an army Dill. 

It may not have been dangerous but it was 
incongruous to formulate a foreign policy in a bill 
appropriating $14,000,000 for the pay of enlisted 
men, for cannon, etc. That same bill also carried 
another proviso, the Spooner amendment extend- 
ing the power of the President in the Philippines 
and giving the Taft commission power to impose 
taxes. A scheme of government for the Philip- 
pines, then under military control, may not have 
been so incongruous in an army appropriation bill 
as a scheme of Cuban government, but both were 
out of place. 

The rider is necessarily an evasion. of direct 
legislation and such evasion is contrary to correct 
principles. It is an open road to fraud, deceit, 
force, and underhand dealing. Before the consti- 


tution of 1870 was adopted Illinois had experiences | 
with riders which created a scandalous situation. | 


No one knew from the start of a bill what might 
be its. purpose. With a mumbling reading clerk 
the legislature might amend a bill fixing terms of 
Circuit court and find that it had: passed an act 
granting a franchise. One man voted for a bill 
which later he discovered purported to divorce him. 

The rider is dubious, devious, dishonest, and 
should be abolished in congtess. It is a misuse of 


legislative power and it is an imposition upon the | 
executive when it restricts him in the free exercise 


of his véto. { 


PROGRESS IN CITY 
IMPROVEMENT. 


A somewhat hurried order for an ordinance for 
the widening of La Salle street from Washington 
street to Lincoln park was issued through the 


\ board of local improvements last week. Necessity 


for haste was explained as due to the danger that 
large and costly buildings are contemplated on 
some of the property affected. If such is the case, 
sufficient haste to delay such building until the 
improvement proposal is settled definitely will 
mean no waste. 

We need this additional outlet for. vehicular 
traffic northward from the loop. When accom- 


nue. 
avenue have thrown traffic into such a jam that 
few who were involved will forget it. The La Salle 
street widening and bridge would prove invalu- 
able not only in such emergencies but at every 
hour of the day and night. 

At present the buildings on La Salle street north 
of Washington are old and of comparatively little 
value. They can be cut back without hardship to 
 Sheir owners, and at comparatively little expense. 
If towering modern buildings were constructed at 
the northeast and northwest corners of Randolph 
and La Salle streets the difficulties and expense of 
condemnation and indemnities might be prohibitive. 
It is intelligent to prevent such difficulttes until the 
proposed improvement can be definitely authorized 
or rejected. 

The details of the improvement may be worked 
out later. F. W. Fitzpatrick, a consulting archi- 
tect, has written Tor TRIBUNE suggesting that 
instead of cutting back the entire building involved 
in such widening, as was done on Michigan avenue, 
it would be much cheaper and fully as effective to 
cut back merely the first floor, perhaps only the 
show windows. Sidewalks could then be built 
under the overhanging section of the building, and 
the street widened for vehicular traffic to’ the

SLAUGHTER HOUSES IN THE 
TROPICS. : 
HE stockyards of Panama and 
Colon are models of cleanliness. 
The pigpens have cement floors and 
cement sidewalks. The cement 
water trough is filled with fresh water. 
floor is kept clean with a 
cse. The cattle pens are likewise pro- 
ided with cement floors and cement 
water troughs. There is not a sugges- 
tion of a chance for rat breeding and 


found. 

The slaughter houses are built of ce- 
ment and have cement floors. Again, 
there is no chance for rat breeding nor 
for fly breeding.. In consequence these 
stockyards and slaughter houses are en- 
tirely free from rats, files and roaches.

are Owned and operated by the munici- 
pality. The owners of the animals Slaugh- 
tered pay a fee.for care and feeding in 
the yards and a slaughtering fee. These 
fees are’ high enough to pay the operat- 
ing expenses of the plant and make a 
proper return on the investment. At the 
same time the cost of slaughtering is said 
to be less than it was when slaughtering 


ter houses. 

Dr. Minette, health officer of British 
Guiana, who was on the isthmus at the 
time, inspected the slaughter houses and 
stock yards of Colon. He told ws of 
having built ten slaughter houses .or 
towns in British Guiana at a cost of 
$1,000 each. They were simple struc- 
tures, constructed of cement, and fol- 
lewed the same general lines as those 
seen in Coion and Panama. These small 
Guiana towns operated their new siaugh- 
ter houses as municipal affairs, charging 
a slaughtering fee as at Colon and Pan- 
ama. 

As our train approached a town north 
of New Orleans, i: happened to look out 
of the window. On the bank of a 
branch there was a dirty shack, on .the 
roof of which sat a collection of buz- 
zards. In the vard near by several buz- 
zards and a dog were maneuvering some 
offal. I recognized the outfit as a typicai 
town or small city butchering place. 


~~ 
In the United States it is said that 
more than one-half the meat consumed 
by the people is from animals slaugh- 
tered in just such places, or worse. It 
is said that more than one-half the meat 
is not inspected by the federal govern- 
ment or by any other official inspector. 
One reason for this lack of supervision 
of the meat eaten by the majcrity of the 
people is that small communities have 
no slaughter houses worthy of the name, 
In parts of British Guiana and in Pan- 
ama and the Canal Zone they operate 
@funicipal slaughter houses on a profitable 
basis. They are cleanly, ratproof and fly- 
proof. The cost of construction in at 
least ten cases was $1,000.

Lincoln Park Swamped. 


Lincoln park, new and not yet ac- 
customed to handling the big crowds 
that swarmed the links from daybreak 
to dark during the 210 days that the 
course was in use, figures that at 
least 150,000 played during the year.

INCE Kentucky blue grass is the

limestone soil blue grass reaches its 
highest development. Whenever the 
soil is acid blue grass lawns are greatly 
improved with the application of lime- 
stone. 

If blue litmus paper turns pink 
when a strip of it has been pressed 
against wet soil for a few minutes. 
limestone is needed and should be ap-

The average lawn will need at least 
100 pounds of finely ground limestone 
to each 500 square feet of surface. Old 
lawns that have bare spots here and 
there over the surface can be! revived 
by applying a top dressing of lime. 
well rotted stable manure, nitrogenous 
fertilizers, and phosphorus.
